REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed towards a system and method for inducing an emotion using a response stimuli based 
on the detection of measurable physiological biosignals. The closest applicable prior art, 
Weathers US Patent Number 5,725,472, discloses a psychotherapy apparatus that induces an 
emotion by providing visual, audio, olfactory, and tactile stimuli to a patient based on a 
combination of a user's answers to a questionnaire and physiological measurement data. 
However Weathers does not disclose inducing an emotion that is automatically selected "based 
on an increase/decrease of patterns of the respective extracted parameters" and "wherein the 
emotion inducing protocol combines contents that induce cognitive action of the central nervous 
system and conditions that induce physiological action of the autonomic nervous system" as 
recited in the independent claims. 

Applicants' remarks filed on April 9, 2009 with respect to the rejections of claims 1-32 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 1 12 have been considered and found persuasive. Accordingly the 
rejections have been withdrawn.
